John, maybe not magic, but very handy. 


L. B. Cebik, noted Antenna modeler and writer, (<cebik.com>, must read 
antenna site), found that if you wanted an all around antenna that could be 
matched on all bands, and did want to maintain the dipole like broadside 
radiation pattern maxima, the 88 foot length would do this, and not have 
notches in the pattern found with some non half wave lengths of dipoles. 


Now, it is also true, that 88 feet is the length of a Double Zepp antenna 
for 20m. The double Zepp is an antenna that will give you very useful gain. 
At 88 feet, you will have the Zepp gain pattern, and will have useful gain 
on the higher bands as well. 


Look up Zepp antennas in antenna handbooks, and you will see the various 
patterns they yield on the bands. 


I have had some of my most fun Field Days using my own development, the 
IDEZ antenna. Inverted Double Extended Zepp, a doublet with 5/8 wave legs 
on the lowest band of use, used with transmatch for all bands higher with 
great results, over several years. The antenna only requires one support, 
for the center, is fed with parallel line, and ends are tied off into handy 
tree branches or terminated with nylon guy lines that can be tied to tent 
stakes. 


For the small surburban lot, such an antenna will satisfy many needs. It is 
a great back up antenna if wind or storm takes out a beam, or quad. DX can 
be worked with good reports with the Zepp gain. 


The 88 foot doublet satisfies several of my concepts of a "good" antenna. 

It works equally well in most directions. 

It is a balanced antenna and easily fed with balanced lines. 

It does not depend on possibly lossy ground to complete the antenna, it is 
self sufficient as a balanced antenna. (It can work with good ground in the 
Fresnel Zone for reflection gain, but that is another topic). The point it 
does not need good earth right at the antenna to function, or a ground 
radials. 


The take off angles give many options in the stations you can work at 
various ranges. 


The feeder can be adjusted in length to improve the ease of matching to 
cover any band in HF range. 


Simple materials can be used in its construction, (not limited to this 
antenna). 


Conduit wire, empty plastic bottles, and wire nuts, (twist on wire 
fasteners) make quick work of making a rolled up version of this antenna a 
radiator if you have at least one support. 

Not magic perhaps, but great pleasure!

I'm kind of a newbie to HF mobile, but I've had pretty good beginner's 
luck. I bought the W6AAQ screwdriver. Mr. W6AAQ seems to be a 
cantankerous old guy but very knowledgeable on mobile antennas. He 
suggested that bumper mounting is not so good. (You'd expect that, right? 
The most convenient spot is no good.) 


I put my antenna on the side rail of the pickup bed. (Had to give up on 
the Miata--too tiny for HF.) In addition to the coax braid-to-mount 
connection, I've got a jumper from mount to the bed side rail. I think I'm 
also going to jumper the side rail to the cab. I didn't bother to ground 
the rig though. I've got two wires all the way to the battery for DC and 
don't think you need the rig ground for RF purposes. 


It worked FB right off the bat. I haven't done much at QRP levels, but I'm 
confident that it works well when the band is open. 


One thing about that high mount on the side rail--the antenna makes an 
excellent low limb detector. And a screwdriver isn't exactly flexible. I 
used to be something of a tree hugger. Now it's Death to All Trees.

37770-P for "new low price" of $28.99. They note it was a Backpacker Mag 
Editor's Choice Award winner for 2001, and that's a real achievement 
Since those folks are picky.

I've been using the 88' dipole, fed with 450 ohm ladder line since 
first reading about it on LB Cebik's Web site a few years back. My lot 
is small and it seemed the only way that I could be active on 80 
meters. I've had good results with it on 80-20 meters and always 
recommend it to anyone looking for a decent antenna that fits ina 
relatively small space. 


But there are a few things that seem to be lost in the discussion. 


First of all, LB's article about it is titled "The Ideal Back-Up 
Antenna for 80-20m". The very fact that LB is selling this as a "back 
up" antenna should be a clue that this is a bit of a compromise from 
the get-go. If you have more room there are better options. 


Second, I am well aware that my antenna pattern doesn't look much like 
LB's model. Check his Web site carefully, the elevation pattern 
modeled is for the antenna mounted at 70 feet and 100 feet off the 
ground. Mine is 30' high which is woefully low for the antenna to play 
well on 80 and 40. How high is yours? 


As I recall from the old days, a dipole mounted much less than a 
quarter wavelength off the ground pretty much squirts RF straight up 
and right back down (have the laws of physics changed recently?). It 
makes a good choice if you want to talk to your buddy 250 miles away, 
but DX on the low bands with a low dipole becomes a considerable 
challenge, and tougher still running low power. 


I used to regularly work an old fellow on 160 meters who used to like 
to say, "a dipole cut for 160m mounted 20 feet off the ground is 
equivalent to a 20 meter dipole mounted 14 inches above ground". I 
never checked his math for accuracy but I got his point. 


I wish I had a couple of 100 foot towers spaced at a distance where I 
could mount this dipole at the 100' level. I believe it would be a 
hotdog Jim-dandy at those heights! 


Antennas are probably a tad overrated anyway ... there is plenty of 


‘magic' to be enjoyed on HF. We all have stories about working DX and 
later realizing that the antenna switch is set to the dummy load posit 
ion, etc. I worked a dozen European countries one weekend with a 10 
foot wire thumbtacked to the ceiling of my hotel in San Francisco and 
I was using 2.5 watts and my trusty DSW-20! Who needs an 88 foot 
dipole? :-) 


If all you can fit on your lot is 88' and you can only get it 20 feet 
in the air then go for it, you will make contacts and have a ball. But 
if you have more room, there may very well be a better solution for 
your antenna. 


After all, you can pound a nail in with a screwdriver but a hammer 
makes it a lot easier. Choose the antenna that is right for your QTH 
and the bands you prefer to operate.

I first bought a M130 for logging use. Nice unit, color display, card slot, 
etc. great for many things. I soon learned its shortcomings though ... built 
in rechargeable batteries. So i got one of the M105's on sale here for $99 
US. Runs on two easily replaceable AAA batteries that last a long time. The 
M130 rechargeable batteries don't last too long with the well lit color 
display. Now here is a key thing to think about: There is only one connector 
on the palm devices for any kind of I/0 devices. The model 130 recharges 
thru that connector. Not so good for field use. You probably will want at 
some time to control the radio from the palm logging program, so you will 
need that connector for that purpose. This means you can't also use that 
fold out keyboard. I was a bit skeptical about not having a keyboard. 
Actaully grafiti is not that bad at all, and with a good loggin program you 
don't have a lot of input to do. So I suggest a M105 by itself to start with 
and give it a fair time to get used to the grafiti before spending anything 
on the keyboard.

Good-natured kidding aside, it's a fair question. With today's trend to 
lower-voltage (1.8V) devices for portable gear like cell phones -and- the 
desire to use simple, efficient white LEDs (with a forward voltage of about 
3.6) for backlighting, some chip manufacturers are making devices to drive 
high-voltage LEDs from low voltage sources. Most of these are just 
switching power supplies in a boost configuration. And switchers do 
generate RF noise. 


I doubt that the multi-cell LED lamps use such a circuit, since they have a 
high enough supply voltage to drive the LEDs directly. But if you ever see 
a single-cell while LED lamp, it might contain a switcher.

If "several years" isn't so long that you are uncertain about turning it on, 
I would hook a probe to the calibration loop, and if it looks reasonable, 
call it good. If 300 mV looks about like 300 mV, and if 1 KHz looks like 1 
KHz, then it's a pretty safe bet that the other ranges are close enough for 
amateur work. If you have the 6061 probe you may want to twiddle the little 
trimmer, but it's not like this stuff is rocket science.

As you 
say, you're on your own. 


A proper copyright statement should say "all rights reserved." That 
generally includes distribution rights. The fact that the company that 
produced it is gone doesn't mean the copyright evaporates - it belongs to 
somebody, even if it's just the guy that bought the file cabinets at the 
liquidation sale. (This is stretching the point just a bit, but you get the 
idea.) If the company that published the program was a one-man operation, 
and the company folded, the "owner" would still hold the copyright. 


Now, whether anyone would try to sue you over an infringement is another 
matter. Maybe you could get away with posting it. Maybe you'd even win in 
court if someone did sue you. But even a successful legal defense is 
expensive. On the other hand, initiating a suit against you is risky. Would 
it be worth it? Only you can decide. 


The "right thing" for a strictly law-abiding person would be to not post 
it. Unless it says somewhere in the license agreement that you have 
distribution rights, you don't.

Having an instrument calibrated is a good thing. Unfortunately if the 
device is several years old, it can cost more than the device is worth. 
I would compare it to a known working calibrated unit. If it is close, 
I would not spend the money on a full calibration. If it is way off, be 
prepared to spend some money on repairs too. Also Tektronix does not 
support the 465 any longer so unless you have access to a junker parts 
might not be easily obtained. Used repair parts are out there if you 
look around. I have one and it is a good unit, but if it goes out and 
it is not something simple, I'll just get another working 465 and use 
the old one for parts.

Mark, 

The 465/475 oscopes are great scopes, even to this day, decades after 
their manufacturing. I have repaired many of them. They are actually 
quite easy to work on ... all parts are easy to get to, most clearly 
marked on the board, etc. Since you got the service manual with it, 
you should be ready to go to do any minor tweaking or repair yourself. 


However, before doing that, simply check the calibration yourself. 
Connect your scope leads to the CALIBRATOR on the front panel and check 
for 300mVpp (square wave) at 1KHz. With a sweep speed of 1mS, the edges 
of the square wave calibrate signal should fall exactly on each vertical 
graticle line (after aligning the signal with the Horizontal position 
control). If it lines up with the graticles pretty close, then the 

time base is also pretty darn close. Check that the vertical deflection 
at 100mV, 200mV, etc. shows 300mVpp. Again, it should be close. If 

you are using X10 probes, you can adjust the small compensation adjustment 
screw on the probe for the cleanest looking square wave. If it's a 
1X/10X probe, do the adjustment in the 10X position only. 


You can likewise check the vertical deflection/sweep speed accuracy by 
checking some known signal source, such as a crystal oscillator or VFO 
you have laying around. Vertical deflection accuracy can also be 
checked in the DC mode by checking a 1.5V and 9V battery. Check the 
voltage on a DVM, and see if the scope vertical tells you the same. It 
should be close. 


If the vertical calibration (using the front panel CALIBRATOR) seems to 
be off, for sure check the vertical deflection with some other known 


dc or ac voltage source. I say this, because there is an internal 
adjustment that sends 300mV to the front panel calibrator, and it could 
be this internal adjustment is what needs tweaking. 300mVpp is about 
106mVrms ... what a DVM in AC volts should read connected to the 
calibrator for confirmation. In other words, check the calibrator for 
a proper 300mV output signal before you start tearing into the vertical 
amplifiers and attenuator networks! 


For most RF QRP work, the 465/475 is a good scope. You can easily 
resolve and measure signals up to 10M. If the calibration is close, it 
is close enough for most scope work you'd be doing probing around a 

QRP rig. 


Commercial calibration will cost you FAR MORE than most of us on this 
list would want to pay!!! $Hundreds. 


GL with your new 465. A great ole scope, and the one I still use in 
my home shop.

"Freeware" still retains certain rights for the copyright holder. Some 
authors will make a program freeware, but not permit anyone else to 
distribute it so they can protect the software's integrity (i.e. keep it 
from becoming a Trojan Horse) or make sure that only the latest version is 
available for download. 


"Freeware" itself doesn't mean anything legally. It's a term someone coined 
to mean (loosely) a copyrighted program that may be used without paying for 
it. Many freeware programs contain clauses in the "license" that accompany 
them that allow the user to redistribute the program if certain conditions 
are met - usually that all files are unmodified, the copyright statement 
and license are included, etc. 


Damages for infringement is another issue. It'd be difficult for the 
copyright holder to claim lost sales, but he could conceivably claim a 
damaged reputation if someone took his well-know program, attached a virus 
to it, and re-distributed it as if he had done it himself.

A few people reminded me that I hadn't officially announced yet here on 
QRP-L the availability of a new kit from the NJQRP ... it's the NK E Serial 
CW Sender for the Palm PDA. 


The NJQRP has the pleasure of working with a number of talented designers 
and homebrewers around the country, and Dave Ek, NK E, ekdave@earthlink.net 
is the latest to collaborate with us in releasing a kit of parts for his 
"Serial CW Sender". 


As described in the latest issue QRP Homebrewer magazine (#8) and on the 
website http://www.njqrp.org/palmserialsender, the Serial Sender is a fun 
and useful accessory to take along on your next to-the-field operating 
adventure. The Serial CW Sender connects between your Palm PDA and your 
transceiver to provide automated CW keying while using the GOLog contest 
logging software on your handheld. Additionally, by plugging a standard 
paddle into the Serial CW Sender, you can manually key your transmitter to 
help nab those elusive stations! 


The NK E Serial CW Sender was designed specifically for use with the GOLog 
ham radio contest logging software that NKOE also programmed for handheld 
computers running the PalmOS operating system. The Serial CW Sender allows 
GOLog users to automate contest CW keying while contesting from the field. 
It was developed primarily with the QRP contester in mind. The GOLog 
software is available for free from http://home.earthlink.net/~golog 


Besides using it for handling keying for GOLog, you can plug a paddle into 
the Serial CW Sender and handle the manual keying that you must inevitably 
do during most contests. Whenever you use the paddle to send, any keying 
being done from GOLog is interrupted. 


To use the Serial CW Sender with your PDA, you'll need a serial cable 
connection between your PDA and the Serial CW Sender. Palm, Inc. sells 
serial HotSync cables for all of its handheld computers and these should 
work for connecting the Sender to your Palm PDA. 


(NOTE: USB HotSync cables will not work. Handspring PDAs also will not 
work with the Serial CW Sender -- they use TTL signal levels to interface to 


the hot sync cradle, whereas the Palms use standard RS-232 levels.)

The Serial CW Sender Kit comes with a pre-programmed PIC16F84 


microcontroller. All components are supplied with the pc board and a small 
plastic enclosure is supplied with the kit.

The Serial CW Sender Kit costs $34. Shipping is free to US & Canada (DX 
orders please add $5 extra).

I have owned several Tek scopes. My last 2 were a 2235 and the 2445 which I 
currently own (beautiful instrument). They were in excellent physical 
condition when I bought them about 2 years apart. I took both to our local 
Metrology lab shortly after receiving them for a check-up. 


Neither scope needed ANY adjustment to meet specifications and receive a 
certificate of certfied calibration. The 2235 had not been checked or 
calibrated since it was purchased new in 1983.... I got it cal'd in June 
2000. The 2445 was only about 1 year out of certified calibration and it 
too needed no adjustment this spring. 


While your milage may vary my experience with Tektronix is that most scope 
owners treat them pretty well and they seem to hold a calibration for a long 
time. That said, I probably will haul my next scope in for a check and 


calibration.... then you know it's condition "for sure".... but you can 
check them out pretty closely yourself. And a certified calibration of my 4 
channel 2445 cost $135..... the 2 channel 2235 was $125.
